Purchases Land 


at Baldwin Park 


That the present year will be 
period of pronounced real 


estate activity in that section 
of Los Angeles county east of 
the San Gabriel river, including 
Baldwin Park, Covina, Azusa 
and Giendora, was further em- 
phasized this week by the half 
million dollar deal, involving 
279 acres of land at Baldwin 
Park, to Al G. Barnes for the 
Al G. Barnes circus. 


The greater portion of this land 


was formerly a large hog ranch, and 
fronts for three-quarters of a mile 
on the new boulevard, recently paved 
between Baldwin Park and El Monte, 
paralleling the Pacific Electric rail- 
road.

Former Days 


Newcomers to Southern California 


may be apt to believe that the rains 


<f the .past week are something new 
vith us. But there have been other 
easons of floods and washouts. 


The •worst floods ever known 


in this part of the state were in 
March, 1884, 43 years ago. That 
season was a wonder for rain. 
Its equal has never oean known. 
It never rained at all up to the 
latter part of January. People 
•were almost crazy about the con- 
tinued dryness, but when it did 
start In, it made up for the dry 
days fast enough. Between Feb- 
ruafry 6th and April 27th it rain- 
ed 38 inches. 
Between March 9th and 1-1 th it 


rained 11 inches. The only railroad 
,n- this valley at that time was the 
Southern Pacific. It lost over $3,- 
)00,000 by washouts, tracks and 
Dridges. There were no trains in or 
out of Los Angeles between March 
10th and 23rd. For days there was 
no communication between Covina 
and the outside world. The Lo3 An- 
gelos river became a real river and 
the raging torrent that swept down 
its channel broke through the banks. 
and flooded the then little city- of 
Los Angeles.

county. In the Covina district 
the damage was estimated at 
over one million dollars and two 
prominent citizens, Miss Sue Be- 
ville and her cousin, Karold 
Seitz, were drowned on their 
ranches near the Walnut wash. 
For seven hours the flood was so 


great that no rescue parties •could 
be sent out. The street's of Covina 
were impassable. Telephone and tel- 
egraph lines, steam and electric roads 
were all out of commission. The ri- 
ver and washes were at flood stages 
for over a week.

Considering tho fact, that tho cit-

<rops in this staie in value, it i?. 
small wonder that the citrus grow- 
ers' prosperity, or hick of it, so 
sbarp5y effects business in general. 
The year 1925-20 was an exceptional 
one for the citrus industry in sev- 
eral respects, according to the re- 
ports from the 
California. Fruit 


Growers Exchange. 
And as this or- 


ganization represents 11,000 growers, 
which is a little better than three 
out, of four in California, and is 
responsible for marketing about 75 
per cent of tho entire citrus yield 
•of tho state, it should be a source 
of very dependable and valuable in- 
formation on tho subject. 


Not many years ago, a 20.000.00C- 


"box crop meant "red ink," for the 
market was Hooded with fruit and 
prices went tobogganing. When the 
prices held, shipping facilities fre- 
quently foil short of the demand, and 


W. K.1XG 
ivh^n cars could bo hml, tnti? of 
fruit went to waste bo'/iuiso it cost 
more to market tho fruit than tho 
selling prico brought the producers. 
It should, therefore, be a matter of 
great encouragement that in 1S25-26, 
a "0,304,7315-box crop was marketed, 
through the Exchange, at the great- 
est return known to date in tho cit- 
rus industry. It was a crop greater 
by 4,000,000 boxes than that of the 
year before yet it showed a return 
greater than that of the 1024-25 high 
mark—proof enough of the value of 
such an organization in meeting any 
and all market situations. Inciden- 
tally, the Exchange handled over 73 
per cent of the total state shipments 
of all citrus fruits last year. 


Even those directly concerned in 


producing citrus fruits often accept 
tho results of the Exchange's work 
with little interest in how it is done, 
and it is safe to say that those out- 
side the industry rarely give it the 


moxt easuni thought. Yet tho menus, 
I'liiplovi-d. tlic development and tho 
nlfiii,i of an organization such a? ihiri 
une. arc worth tho consideration of 
anyone interest oil in tho economic 
wt'lfnn1 of California. 


'This gigantic co-operative organi- 


zation operates through twenty-two 
district: exchange:! which act 
as 


branch offices of the Exchange, and 
as business and administrative of- 
fices for the 201 member associa- 
tions. Some associations have rao?c 
than one packinghouse, as there are 
214 under Exchange control. 
Fifty 


of these packinghouses arc within 
the San Joaquin valley citrus belt, 
and a number are in the northern 
district centering in Buttc county. 
The great majority of associations 
and houses, of course, arc in South- 
ern California, homo of citrus fruits. 


President Coolidge once declared, 


"More than anything else, we need 
a generation of" farmers trained to 
co-operative marketing." 
The re- 


port of the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture for 1925 showed 
ninety-eight farmers' organizations 
on the Pacific coast marketing fruits 
and vegetables, with a 
return 
of 


$104,000,000. Citrus fruits led, and 


the California Fruit Growers Ex- 
rlmntjp hciulcd the list of co.npcrn- 
tivi-h, returning .1?70,2.'!ti,r)07.

HOW IT fiREW 


The thirty-throo years that, have 


passed since the siilos department, 
tho central body of tho Exchange 
system, v/as organized, have been 
marked with expansions calculated 
to moot the problems which have 
risen both within and without the 
organisation. A department for the 
selling of crops, however efficient it 
might be, would be entirely inade- 
quate. 
Distribution became an in- 


creasingly important phase of the 
work. 
From the work of tho dis- 


trilvuting committee grow the need 
for the tiaffic department. 


The importance of consistent ad- 


vertising was soon realized, for only 
through this medium could tho mar- 
ket bo expanded and new demands 
for the product stimulated. 
A sub- 


sidiary organization, known as tho 
Fruit Growers Supply company, came 
into being when the advantage of 
buying necessary supplies in large 
quantities became apparent to the 
growers. The problem of utilizing 
low grade fruit and culls interested 
the research men, and other subsi- 
diary organizations, such as the Or- 
ange Products company of Ontario 
and the Lemon Products company of 
Corona, resulted. By such steps as 
these has the California Fruit Grow- 
ers Exchange come to bo the 
effi- 


cient organization it is today. 


With tho unusually largo, crop this 


past year, the Exchange was faced 
with the greatest'test in distribu- 
tion it has over had and tho mem- 
bers have every reason to bo pleased 
with tho results accomplished. 


In its efforts to create a demand 


for Exchange fruit that would ab- 
sorb the supply in years of heavy 
crops, the foreign markets have boon 
given careful attention, with the re- 
sult that the organization's Sunkist 
oranges are to bo found on sale 
from Alaska to South America, from 
Stockholm to Now Zealand. Because 
London is the central distribution 
point for the European markets, an 
accurate chock on shipments to that 
point has been possible. In tho first 
six months of 102G the shipment of 
77,109 boxes exceeded the total of 
any prveious year, the largest before 
last year's having boon that of 
1923-24, when 64,264 boxes of or- 
anges and grapefruit were distribut- 
ed from the world's largest city. 


A BUSY DEPARTMENT 


Confronted with the task, of effi- 


ciently moving large shipments to 
foreign as well as domestic markets, 
it is small wondor that a separate 
department for the work was creat- 
ed. Since the time of its inception 
the traffic department 
of the Ex- 


change has been the contact between 
the growers and tho transportation 
lines for handling fruit shipments, 
and packinghouse and orchard sup- 
plies. It furnishes rates, refrigera- 
, . 
» 
i- . . 
_ 
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ro soli, benefits by having this out- 
lot. 
It practically eliminates; the 


previous waste. 


What with tho utilization of these 


fruits, and the prospect of n market, 
i'or all the available, dried orange 
pulp, it would appear that tho citrus 
industry is fast getting on the same 
basis as the packing business. 
In 


bulletin 409 from the University of 
California, digestive tests in tho use 
of dried orange pulp are announced 
as having shown that this product 
atisfnctorily approximates the value 
of barley and beet pulp as stock 
feed. 


Tho Lemon Products company of 


Corona recently acquired the United 
Chemical Works of the same place, 
thereby adding one-third more capa- 
city to tho original plant. 
Tho 


United has boon producing 700,000 
pounds of citric acid a year from 
unsalable lemons. 
At present the 


combined \plants are operating on 
twenty-four-hour runs, seven days a 
week, with a capacity of 200 tons 
a day. 
In tho past ten years, ac- 


cording to H. M. May, the manager, 
this company has paid the stock- 
holders $1,000,000 in cash, besides 
furnishing them with a vast amount 
of valuable fertilizer, for which no 
charge was made. The total output 
in 1925 brought $800,000. In addi- 
tion to citric acid, the plant makes 
le'mon oil and pectin. 


MARKET "CONTROLLED." 
Tho distributing committee of the 


Exchange kept such a control of tho 
lemon market this last year that 
there none of the gluts and famines 
that featured the demoralized mar- 
ket of 1924, despite tho fact that 
shipments were even heavier. 
For- 


eign exports wore greater by 51 per 
cent than in 1924. By keeping tho 
supply within the demand, 8178, cars 
wore marketed at 
an average of j 


$3.40 per box f.o.b., as against 7921 j 
boxes averaging $2.40 in 1924. 


How well this law of supply and 


demand works out when controlled 
is demonstrated in tho recent report 
for just one week last December, 
tho week ending tho llth. 
Ship- 


ments from California were moder- 
ate, while those from Florida wore 
heavy. 
The average on Exchange 


navels was $1.50 per box over the 
Florida fruit, 11 cents a box higher 
than the year before, when tho ship- 
ment of California navels waS con- 
siderably larger.

President Coolidge's mind is of the type that produced 


the best advanced outpost observers during the war. From * 
his elevation lie seems able to detect the difference between 
moon shadows and a detachment of an enemy scouting 
party. If the troops behind him get nervous and start 
firing anyhow, it will not be because he gave the alarm. 


Relations between the United States and Mexico are 


strained; they have been many times before in our history. 
South American inconstancy and governmental chaos, like 
the poor, we have with us always. Likewise, as in the case 
of the poor, we haA'e a responsibility in South America and 
Mexico, a responsibility which we have assumed primarily 
for our own protection. Nations that have allowed their 
poor and degraded to work out their own salvation or die, 
have discovered the poor have elements of retaliation that 
sweep away kingly dynasties; that passing by on the other 
side with averted eyes eventually brings plagues to the 
human body and the body politic; that self determination 
applied to submerged, impotent peoples leads oftenest to 
self destruction, and cannot always be localized. 


The United States from the first has practiced benevol- 


ence in its relations with Latin America insofar as was 
practicable and at the same time protect North America 
from political vagaries and violation of the rights of North 
American citizens, whether they reside in the north or the 
south continent. The Monroe doctrine operates two ways 
—it protects South America from undue exploitation by 
other nations, and it empowers the United States to pro- 
tect itself from the political plagues of those turbulent 
countries. 


The president has held to a wise course in recent 


events, while those who have opposed him in the senate 
are forced, if they are to oppose him at all, to assume a 
position that cannot be reconciled to facts. 
A certain 


amount of benevolent imperialism went with the Monroe 
doctrine when it was adopted. Loving the whole world and 
letting it do as it pleases, regardless of how it effects our 
own nation may appeal to the idealists, but that kind of a 
policy works to the disadvantage of everybody and to the

Antiquated Smudge Pot a Nuisance— 


(The Tustin News): Now, that most of us have dug 


the smut out. of our eyes and c,oughed the smudge out of 
our lungs, it may be that we can dispassionately discuss 
the subject with which the atmosphere was surcharged and 
which made the holiday weeks the darkest in the history 
of Tustin.

But, there is no question of the 
damage done by the antiquated smudge pot. That is real; 
it lias been suffered by every home in this citrus district. 


The News does not intend to start a war on orchard 


heating. Nor does anyone else with whom we have talked 
in this community. But we do intend to speak out in 
meetin' against the use of the antiquated and inefficient 
smudge pot with which a half dozen or so individuals can 
ruin the property and endanger the health of an entire 
community. 


Granting that orchard heating is necessary, let's not 


be satisfied with anything short of the latest improved 
heaters. During the past week we have talked with grow- 
ers who used smokeless heaters successfully in the recent 
cold snap. They declare them to be many times more effi- 
cient and less expensive than the unspeakable smudge pot. 
As an illustration of modern methods in orchard heating, 
we mention the case of a Tustin grower whose home is in 
the center of his grove. On the first morning of the cold 
spell the household awoke to the* fact that workmen had 
started the heaters during the night and "that the family 
laundry was on the clothes line! The clothes did not have 
to be rewashed but were gathered in and ironed in the 
usual way. This orchard was also provided with modern 
heaters and fortunately was isolated so that the grove was 
not contaminated by the smoke barrage from smudge pots. 


We are also informed that in other localities in South- 


ern California briquets are used for orchard heating with 
good success. When used the briquets give out" an intense, 
red glow that lights up the whole grove; and in one place 
where the thermometer dropped to 24 degrees, the tem- 
perature was raised 9 degrees in a few hours. 


It is a fact admitted by all that the smudge pot is a 


public nuisance. It is also a fact that its efficiency is far 
below par. On the other hand, orchard heaters are obtain- 
able that are most efficient and at the same time are prac- 
tically smokeless. 


These being the facts, it would seem that the old 


smudge pots should be outlawed. We believe that orchard- 
ists will not demur at junking them and installing a labor- 
saving, property-saving, and friendship- and reputation- 
saving up-to-date heating equipment. No grower relishes 
the thought of being looked upon as a pest by his neigh- 
bors, and it is oiir opinion that a change will be made vol- 
untarily.

IN THE 34 years since the California Fruit 


Growers Exchange was organized, Cali- 


fornia's annual citrus crop has mounted to 
63,000 carloads. The Exchange membership 
has risen to 11,000 growers and 75% of the 
state's yield is now marketed through this . 
co-operative organization. 


In providing systematic distvibution and effi- 


cient low-cost marketing, the Exchange has far 
exceeded the most hopeful prophecies. And the 
cost of marketing through the Exchange has, by 
large tolume, been reduced to between 2 and 3 
per cent (2.48% last year). 


Yet the Exchange believes that further econo- 


mies and even greater efficiency are possible if 
more growers will utilize its incomparable 
facilities.

Educators have long desired a meth- 
d by which to measure the capacity 
f individuals, and at last a crude 
method has "been 
established 
by 


which teachers are able to measure 
he ability of children in doing school 
vork. 


We all recognize that there are 


ndividual 
differences 
in 
mental 


ibility. This is as evident as the 
lifferenee in physical strength or 
speed. We also know that by train- 
ng we_ cannot make all Tien equally 
strong, neither by practice can we 
make all men run at the same rate 
of speed. But we are able to improve 
ea'cti individual over his original 
speed or capacity. 


People differ in height and there 


s no way of making all people the 
ame height; but that is practically 
what we have been trying to do in 
ihe 
public 
schools. 
Intelligence 


tests are scientifically worked out 
whereby the capacity of an individ- 
ual can be secured or his ability of 
achievement in school work. 
After 


this achievement has been secured, 
a child does school work according 
to his ability rather than forcing him 
to do work 'fcr keep up with others 
that can work so much faster. 


Tests have been made of mixed 


classes and it has been found that 
there will be children in every class 
that can do their work from two to 
five times as fast or better than oth- 
ers in the class. The study of indi 
vidual differences has also brought 
out the study of our grading system. 
It has been the custom to grade 
pupils on the basis of 100 per cent, 
but a close consideration brings up 
the question, "Just what does a per 
cent basis mean?" What is the zero 
point? Does 50 per cent mean half 
knowing a lesson, knowing half a 
lesson, knowing half as much as the 
teacher knows, half as much as the 
text, half what the pupil ought to 
know, or half what the pupil could 
know? 


In short, the per cent grading sys- 


tem is simply based upon the opinion 
of the teacher interpreted in a me- 
chanical way. We know that all 
questions are not equally balanced 
and that questions cannot be so de- 
finitely measured. Teachers vary in 
their estimate of the per cent. 


In our own school six papers in 


English were selected that were sup- 
posed to have equal value in per- 
centage and submitted to the five 
teachers whom I considered of equal 
ability. 
These teachers 
rcgraded 


these papers, not knowing to whom 
the papers belonged or what import- 
ance the others were giving them. 


tion :,-o minutely us percentage indi 
cates. 


Scientists hr,d long ago discovered 


in their observation of individual 
differences that there was a central 
point in all groups around which the 
urge majority clustered. This is what 
we might call the law of averages, 
[n the height of men we recognize 
that there is a height that the larger 
number of men attain and that a 
smaller proportion shade off in both 
directions from this normal point. 
Upon the basis of this theory tho 
ability of children were tented and 
found to correspond. By giving tests 
to thousands of 'children it was dis- 
covered that children of the differ- 
ent ages clustered about a certain 
point in their ability, thereby estab- 
lishing a standard by •which normal 
ability may bo compared. 


In these thousands of tests given, 


it was found that out of a hundred 
children taken from cosmopolitan 
groups, 
the 
following 
was the 


achievement rank: 10 per cent were 
superior; a grade of A; 20 per cent, 
grade B; 40 per cent, normal, grade 
C; 20 per 'cent fair, grade D; and 10 
per cent, inferior, grade F, or fail- 
ure. 
Oftentimes this system has 


been misused and complaints have 
been made against the colleges and 
other schools which use it in the 
wrong sense. That is, only allowing 
a limited number of A's or B's, ac- 
cording to the scale of ranking. 


Experience has shown that when 


the teaching has been well done and 
the questions properly balanced, the 
ranking of the pupils hold rather 
close to this scheme of placement. A 
recent check upon the honor roll at 
the high school indicated that there 
were about 10 per cent of the total 
enrollment that were on the honor 
roll. According to this law of aver- 
ages, that is about light. 


What has all this got to do with 


the intelligence tests? Through this 
study of individual differences and 
law of'averages, there has been set 
up a normal ability to which we may 
compare children and rank them ac- 
cording to their capacity, and teach 
them according to their ability to 
achieve rather than trying'to force 
them to keep up with children that 
are able to work faster and better. 


If I were to be forced into a foot- 


race with Charlie Paddock, I would 
bo embarrassed; but if I 'can run 
with someone of my own class, I can 
get a kick out of it. It is the same 
way in school work—if the child can 
be given time according to his abil- 
itj', he will get what he is working 
for better and more satisfactory to 
all concerned. 


In this way we can eliminate many 


failures and reduce the number oi 
repeaters in our schools. The big 
job for the educator today; is to elim
